New Bed ford, Mass., June o.— Lizzie Ror- 
den is thirty-two years of age. She has

The story of the discovery of the dead 
and horribly mangled bodies of Mr. and 
Mrs. Borden; of the calm acceunt given 
by Lizzie Borden otf her movements on that 
fatal doy of August 4th; of her coolness, 
ana of the failure of apy 
stain of blood being found on her clothing 
has already been told time and again. ‘Lo 
account for the latter fact, two. theories 
have been advanced. -One of these is that 
she stripped herself when she did the deed, 
rendered almost, if not quite, to wostate 
of nudity, and another is that she had 
some Jong enveloping rubber garment which 
protected her clothing: As for the first 
theory, it belongs to the Boisgobey school 
of French novels, and the seconl Involves 
an almost superhuman skill ‘n hiding the 
blood-stained garment. 

The whole affair is. more like the work 
of a freazied man, or SOMME Person roused 
hy hatred and thirst for revenge to the 
ectstaey of madness, than it is a murder 
from pecuniary motives, The main ground 
of suspicion against L.izzie is the negative 
one, that no one else could have committed 
the murder. a 

As soon as the detectives had con- 
vineed themselves of this, they tried to find 
out some motive for the deed. The 
‘cess attending their efforts will bo revealed 
at the trial. Rumors have come to. tie 
aurface, one being that Lizzie made a 
mrsterions trip to Providence prior to the 
murder, and there consulted a lawyer with 
reference to her father’s property in the 
event of his death. There were rumors, 
too, of dissensiong in the Borden household 
over property matters and that Lizzie had 
manifested jealousy over the inthuence 
which her stepmother exerted over her 
father in this respect. It was rumored, too. 
that Mr. Borden contemplated making a 
will whereby the bulk of property 
world have gone to his wife, leaving the 
girls with but a limited proportion, That 
Borden had heen doing something to his 
will or contemplated doing something to his 
will there is little doubt, for in his pocket- 
book, after his death, there was foynd a 
little scrap of paper on which were 
memoranda hearing on the subject of a tes- 
tamentary disposal of his property.

It is only lifeless 
bodies, according to this belief, whose heads 
could be thus chopped to pieces to divert 
suspicion, Careful chemical experts’ exam- 
ination of the murdered man and woman 
failed te reveal any prussic acid whatever. 
Lizzie herself positively denied that 
bought or attempted to buy prussic acid. 
It will be one year on the 11th day of An- 
cust next since she was, urresterd, aAlthouga 
from the time of the murder she has pra 
tically been under arrest. In August last 
she was taken to the Taunton jail. where 
for a time the eonfinement weighed heavily 
on her and ‘she could not sleen. She never 
had a good complexion, her fice dine in- 
clined to the pasty sallowness incident to 
fool such as the Bordei: type in New Eng- 
laud are addicted to. The confinement has 
made her pajer and has somewhat refined 
the rather eoarse and heavy outline of her 
face and figure.

The history of the man’s recent crimes, 
as summed up by Marshal Stansbury, are 
as follows: ‘he man passes under a half 
dozen or more names. One of them is A. 
J. Vaughn, another S. J. Buchanan, He is 
described as being about thirty-two or thir- 
ty-three years of age, good looking, a nice 
dresser and passionately fond of miypsic. 
He is so very fond of music that he talks 
music all the time. 

Tle turned up in Milan, Ala., last Febru- 
ary, and his smooth manners and good ad- 
dress easily obtained him entree into the 
best circles of the little town. In a short 
While he had gained the affections of a 
young lady of excellent family of that town, 
and succeeded in marrying her. From Mi- 
lun he carried his newly-made wife to Tam- 
pa, I la., where he deserted her within 
three weeks after they were married. 

He was next heard of in Mecklenburg, 
S. C., where be created a big sensation 
by committing forgery through whieh he be- 
camne possessed of a neat sum of other 
people’s money. T'rom Mecklenburg, which 
place he left in March lest, Vaughn or Bu- 
chanan, under both of which names he was 
known, went to Dawson county, Ga.

THREE MORE TRUE BILLS 


—— 


Mr. Porter Says He Will Prosecute Hill 
Vigorously—Mrs. Porter Sys That 
the Notes Are Forgevies. 


FOUND. 


The fourth true bill against Harry Hill 
for forgery was found yesterday morning 
by the Fulton county grand jury, three in- 
dictments having been found at yesterday s 
session. 

Among the witnesses was Mrs. J. H. 
Porter, who came as she did before, accom 
panied by her husband, When she entered 
the grand jury room she was shown several 
notes and, without reserve, pronounced 
them rank forgeries, declaring that her 
name had been signed without authority. 

Solicitor Hill had cautioned the grand jury 
that it would be useless to ask a long list 
of questions about the matters, as these 
Would develop on the witness stand, After 
the grand jury questioned about the notes 
already mentioned she was shown a hote 
for $1,100, which came enclosed in a letter 
to Harry Hill, dated from Hot Springs, 
N. C. Mus. Porter denied that she bad 
signed her name to this check also, Mrs. 
}orter Was at ease and asked if the jurors 
cured to question her furtler, aunounciug 
her perfect Willinguess to apswer about 
ubything of whieh she had cognizance 

‘he first witness before the grand jury 
yesterday was Cashier KE. H. Thornton, of 
the Neal Loan and Banking Company. ‘The 
jury had the Neal noies, amounting to near- 
ly $3,000; the Tolleson notes, amounting 
to $5,200; the Collins notes of the denom- 
nation of $3,000 and $500 respectively; the 
Carey note for $1,400, held by Mr. Peter 
Clarke, and the Id Hill notes, amounting 
to $3,700. Mr. Peter Clarke was the sec- 
oud witness, and told about the Capital 
City bank having hypothecated the Carey 
note for $1,400. 

Captain J. W. English testified as to a 
transaction he had with Captain J. W. 
Echols. Before Hill left for Chicago Echols 
borrowed $600 from the American ‘Trust 
and Banking Company, not leaving, as Hill 
supposed he did, notes of $2,000 each, pur- 
porting to have been signed by Mrs J. H. 
Porter. In fact the money was borrowed by 
Colonel Echols personally. 

J. M. Robinson testified at some length. H: 
finally left to get some letters which, he 
stated, that he had in his possession, He 
returned with a number of them. One was 
addressed to Harry Hill, Esq., Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel, New York, and the postmark 
read Hot Springs, N. C., and bore the date 
of sume time in August, 1SV2. This letter, 
s0 Hill claimed, was the one that contained 
the twelve-month note for $1,100, dis- 
counted by Robinson at the Neal bank. 
This note was drawn on August 3d and 
will fall due-about the 6th. This letter, 
Robinson is understood to have_said, wag 
given to him by Hill in order to allay any 
suspicion as to the genuineness of the note 
The epistle, which was written on very 
dainty paper, bore the initials F. L. P., but 
those who are acquainted with Mrs. Por- 
ter’s chirography say that she had ‘no hanl 
in the Writing of them whatever. 

Mrs. J. H. Porter was the next witnes}, 
and her testimony, as far as could be leart 
ed, Wag about as stated above. After sle 
left, a bailiff was sent. for Mr. J. B 
Smillie, but he could not be found. Whet 
the jury adjourned, it was until 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning, and Foreman Wood: 
ward left the jury room only after caution- 
ing Bailiff Monegahan to have Smillie on 
hand sure when the jury meets again. 

Colonel J. W. Echols. who was Hill's 
attorney, did not testify at the session 
vesterday, but did not at the first meeting of 
the grand jury when the indictment No. 1 
was found. Colonel Echols told the grand 
jury that, on the afternoon of the Friday 
not many hours before Hill left the red 
hills of the Gate City, he went into 
Echols’s office and proceeded to unbosom 
himself in regard to the Mrs. Porter notes. 
He acknowledged, Icchols said, that the 
notes were all forgeries, but suggested to 
Echols that if he would stick to him Mrs, 
Porter would pay them all, and that they 
would come out on the top of. the heap. 

These propositions from Hill agitated the 
colonel in no small degree, for he explained 
to Hill that he was a most audacious per- 
sonage, and appended thereto some words 
that would have raised him to the rank of 
the first trooper in the land. In concluding 
his talk with Harry, Colonel Echols told 
him that their relations as client and at- 
torney must cease immediately, and upon 
the spot. He, Colonel Echols, then went 
out to inform a near relative of the lady 
mentioned by Hill, Captain Bob Lowry, 
but found that gentleman not in. n 
returning to his own office, he found a 
dejected looking personage in the sbape of 
the festive Harry, whose manly frame was 
quivering with the emotion that was better 
shown in the tears that rolled down his 
cheeks. 

Colonel Echols also stated that he has 
in his possession a letter received from 
Hill just as he was about to cross the line 
into Canada. This letter, the genial col- 


onel claime, will tell a very interesting 
story, as it is a full confession of the 
forgeries. 


Colonel Echolg reverted to his finding 
Tlarry in tears, and states that he hecame 
very sorry for him, and told him that he 
had. better skip out. if he hoped to get 
away alive. This Hill decided to do, and

% When the grand jury meets tomorrow,

Mrs. J. W. Hoxie, Wife of the Missing Mer- 
chant, Dangerously Il}. 

Broken down by the terrible shock of 

her husband’s sudden disappearance, Mrs. 

_ W. Hoxie is completely prostrated and 

the chances for her recovery are regard#@™.as 


very slim. 
She was yesterday removed from her 


home corner Marietta and Hampton streets 
to Stone Mountain, her friends having de- 
cided that a change of scene was necessary 
to save her life. 

Since her husband disappeared 
teriously two months ago, Mrs. H¢é 
been distracted with anxiety and g 
has been in a state bordering on 
insanity, and has scarcely slept an a 
since the discovery that her husband had 
left the city. On the morning of his dis- 
appearance she was healthy and happy, 
but the following day, when it became 
definitely known that he had either skipped 
or had been foully made way with, she was 
a changed woman and wept and talke> ef 
him hysterically. 

Day by day, as the fact of his flight be- 
came more and more clear, she grew worse, 
until several days ago she was foreed fo 
take her bed. She has received excellent 
-medical attention and kind friends have 
watched by her bedside, but she has stead- 
ily grown worse until now the chances of 
her ‘recovery are very slim. She has no 
relatives here, but was carefully watched by 
friends. 

The circumstances of Hoxie’s disappear- 
ance are still fresh in the minds of Atlan- 
tians. He left bis store one morning with 
a roll of money, and it was supposed that 
he was going to the bank. He never turned 
up, and the police were asked to look for 
him.

Governor Northen Declines to Aftempt to 
Answer All His Critics. 


CLEMENCY

HiS REASONS 


In the Von Polnitz Case—It Was Because 
There Was Absence of Intention to 
Murder-His Act Approved, 


The commutation of Von Polnitz’s sen- 
tence, from hanging to life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary, was received differently 
in the extreme sections of the state. At 
Bainbridge and in that part of Georgia, the 
commutation is approved, while up around 
Cave Spring there was a sentiment which 
demanded the execution of the wife mur- 


derer. : 

The following letter indicates the feeling 
of some of the residents of lloyd county: 

Cave Spring, Ga., June 2, 1893,.—Editor 
Constitution: Believing an oflicer’s official 
actions to be public property, I can’t resist 
the temptation to ask space in your valuable 
paper to express myself , as a citizen of Gevr- 
gia, in regard to the governor's action in 
commuting the death penalty of Von J’olnitz, 
for the brutal wurder of his crippied wife, to 
lite imprisonmeut. 

My conuemuation may not amount to much, 
but 1 want to say that I believe it was an 
abuse of the pardoning power vested in the 
gvverhbor. 

in yielding to sympathy he seems to have 
forgotten the claim that society has upon 
him. 

The next thing in order will be a long pe- 
tition for his pardon, and when this mend 
escapes or is pardoned and turned loose upva 
society once more “the law will have taken 
its course." 

{ remember reading an article ‘a short time 
Biuce, in which the governor was thanking 
the press for their support in his appeal to 
the people to dv away with mob law. If he 
wants the people to come to his support Tet 
him quit reversing the decisions of juries. 

This monster had all the legal rights that 
the law could give him, and but for the inter- 
position of executive clemency he would have 
gotten justice, so far as it was in the power 
of the people to give. 

[I knew his victim well, and when I think 
of the action of the seoundrel I blush to 
think he wears the name of man: and if the 
English vocabulary contained words that could 
writhe like a wounded snake, hiss like an 
adder and sting like a scorpion, I might give 
some faint expression of my contempt for 
one who could stamp the life out of his crip- 
pied and helpless wife. Very respectfully.

Governor Northen was asked yesterday 

y a Constitution reporter if he had any 
answer to make to the criticisms. 

“T recognize that it was an official act. 
and, therefore, | have no complaint. to 
make of any criticism passed on it. But 
I cannot reply to all the eriticisms which 
may be made on my ofticial acta. When 
there are two applicants fora county judge- 
ship, their claims are heard, and I try to 
appoint the best man for the place. I do 
not tell the other man why he was not 
appointed. In this Von Polnitz ease, I 
Weighed it long and carefully, and did not 
come to a decision hurriedly or impulsively. 
The reasons were given in the order for 
the commutation. It should be remembered 
that I had the facts before me, while my 
critics may not have.” 

In that order the governor stated that he 
had been presented with numerous petitions 
largely signed asking a commutation. 

The Zevernor never exercises clemency 
simply because a number of people sigh a 
petiiion asking him to do so. He knows 
that petitions are easily obtained. Some 
sound reason must be assigned. In the Von 
Polnitz case the point that weighed heaviest 
with the governor was the absence of in- 
tention on the part of the man to commit 
murder. The judge himself stated that the 
jury had erred in not recognizing the ab- 
sence of proof showing intent to kill. 

‘lo diverge for a moment, there Was a case 
in Greene county where a foreigner named 
MMeitz was arrested charged with peddling 
without a license. He could not speak Eng- 
lish and could not understand what was 
going on. Some one told him that the best 
thing for him to do would be to say “guilty” 
at a certain point- He was made to un- 
derstand that he would be tined $5 and dis- 
charged. So he followed jnstructions and 
muttered the fatal word. To the surprise 
of all the judge made the fine $25. That 
was more than Meitz had or could raise, 
and he had to take the alternative, which 
was the jail. In a very little while it was 
discovered that a mistake had been made, 
and that it was another Meitz who was 
wanted for peddling without a license. The 
judge had passed sentence on one and could 
do nothing for him. He-was clearly inno- 
cent, but beyond the jurisdiction of the 
court. The facts in the case were Wired 
to Governor Northen, and he telegraphed at 
once to turn the man loose. The mistake 
had been discovered too late by the court to 
rectify it. 

And this was true in the Von Polnitz trial. 
The judge said that he saw when the jury 
had made up its verdict that it had failed 
to consider the absence of intention. But 
the jury had found the prisoner guilty with- 
out a recommendation to merey and there 
mvas nothing for the court to do but to im- 
pose the sentence of death. 

The supreme court judges stated that the 
evidence did not show jntent to kill, and, 
therefore, the prisoner should not be exe- 
cuted. 

The solicitor general who prosecuted the 
case admitted to the governor that he was 
pot absolutely sure that Mrs. Von Polnitz 
really died from the beating giyen by her 
husband. It was presumed that the inju- 
ries did cause her death, but the post mor- 
tem did not prove it conclusively. Strictly 
speaking. Von Polnitz did not assault his 
wife with intent to kill, so far as the evi- 
dence showed. On the other hand it rather 
proved the reverse. 

While he was considering this application 
for clemency the governor consulted the best 


‘lawyers in the state on the law a to 


the facts as presented. Some of the law- 
yers took a deep interest in the case and 
they gave it thorough study. 

Absence of intention to murder was 
clearly evident to the governor’s mind, and 
that was the controlling reason impelling 
bim to save the prisoner’s life. 

At the time Governor Buchanan, of Ten- 
messee, was so generally criticised for com- 
muting the sentenee of H. Clay King, last 
year. -Governor Northen said that if the 

ublic knew the facts the criticism might 

e less severe. 

This Von Polnitz case gave him more 
trouble than any other application he has 
had since he was elected governor. In the 
ease of George Washington he was besieged 
with applications. and one day a delegation 
of clergymen called on him. They urged 
him to spare Washington. Dr. Armstrong 
urged clemency on the ground that Wash- 
ington was innocent. 1 governor in- 
quired how he got his information. The 
doctor replied “through the newspapers.” 

‘Well. doctor, the newspapers have said 
many things about you recently. Do you 
believe them all to be trug?”’ 

That spiked the guns of the delegation 
and the man, who was undoubtedly guilty, 
was executed.

SANG IN THE WORLD'S FINEST THEATERS 


And for Fourteen Years Was Musical 
Director at Niblo’s Garden—A 
Scrapbook Tells His Story. 


A once famous musician, who was for 
fourteen years musical director at Niblo’s 
theater, in New York, and whose rich bar- 
itone voice has been heard and applauded 
in all the grandest theaters of the world, 
but whose fame and greatness are now but 
a dim memory, reached Atlanta Saturday 
and will remain here for several months. 

This musician of former years is R. J. 
Gonzales, who forty years ago was amons 
the first opera singers of the country. He 
is now bordering on the limit of three-score 
years and ten, and the grand career which 
he led for nearly a score of years seems to 
him as a dream that has passed. ; 

‘Tall, slightly stooped, with large, soulful 
eyes, hair which was once luxuriant and 
wavy, but now thin and gray, a heavy gray 
mustache and long imperial—an ideal mu- 
siclan in appearance. ‘The deep blue eyes 
have a dreamy cast. Such is a faint pic- 
ture of the musician as Le now appears. 
‘hourty years ugy, When he was al ive Ze- 
nith of is fame, De Wag very diflerent in 
uppearauce. 

A taded and torn scrapbook tells the story 
of this once great musician. It is one vt 
the greatest treasures of frotessor Goiu- 
gales, and it is billed With newspaper clip- 
plugs of his perlormances, bilis vi operas 
in Which he has appeared and newspaper 
clippings Concerning ieadiug actors ald sing- 
ers of bis day. Scores of cilppings trom the 
leading papers of the country testify lo the 
merit of Mr. Gonzales. 

hie cume to luis country when he was 
twenty-two years old, Wiich was in the eariy 
forties. His tather was a Spaniard, Teo- 
dora Gonzales, of a very aristocratic fam- 
ily, and was for years the Spanish ambas- 
sudor at the court of St. James. While vis- 
iting Ireland the ambassador met a beauti- 
ful Irish girl and married her. 

Mr. Gonzales was not long in identifying 
himself among the foremost artists of the 
couutry, and the daily papers of his time 
were full of references to the young bart- 
tone. He also took part in many sacred 
concerts in winch great artists appeared. 
He took the very important role of Count 
Arnheim, in “The Bohemian Girl,” whica 
wis played in New York by a company of 
famous singers. His eldest brother took the 
part several years before this when tie 
opera was first produced. He was person- 
ally acquainted with Balfe, who wrote it. 
Mr. Gonzales sang in a dozen leading op- 
eras and always took leading parts. For 
a long while he supported Kauwin Forrest, 
the eminent actor, and his work while trav- 
eling with this artist received the highest 
praise. 

During the period of his greatest success 
Mr. Gonzales crossed the ocean eighteen 
times to fill engagements in London, Paris, 
Vienna and Berlin. His name was almost 
as well known across the water as it Was 
here. He has not appeared on the stage 
since the war. ‘The opening of the war 
found him enjoying magnificent prosperity. 
He sympathized with the south in her strug- 
gles, and leaving a prosperous engagement 
In the metropolis he came south and en- 
listed in the confederate army. Since then 


| peonle. 


he has never returned to New York. Speak- 
ing of the reasons why he had not gone 
back to New York, he said yesterday: 

“It would have been too painful. Peo- 
ple there who had known me and trusted 
me regarded me as a traitor almost, and al- 
though I would of all things like to go te 
New York, I have remained away all these 
years.” 

Although many years have passed since 
he appeared om the stage, Mr. Gonzales’s 
voice is marvelously clear and strong even 
yet. While talking with a reporter yester- 
dav he went to his plano and sang ,the 
touching air, ‘““The Heart Bowed Down.” 
When he had finished his face wore a far- 
away expression and when he was told that 
his voice was as strong as in former years, 
he said: ‘ 

“Yes: I was singing one of the old songs 
the other day, and my voice was so nearly 
what it was thirty years ago that it quite 
overcame me. It carried me back, and T 
eould fancy myself in some magnificent hall 
singing to great throngs of richly-dressed 
, 

Mr. Gonzales has not matured his plans 
for the future, but may decide to remain in 
Atlanta.

He was closely reiats “ 
to mauy of the oldest and most promineut 
families in middle and southern Georgia, 
At the age of sixteen, while a student at 
the famous school of Dr. Gesner Harrison, 
in Virginia, preparing for the university, 
he@enlisted in the confederate army, as a 
member of the Nelson Rangers, of Albany, 
which command served as a bodyguard for 


General Kirby Smith and aiterwards for 


Ceneral Stephen D. Lee. After the sur- 
reuder Mr. Fort engaced largely in cot- 
ton planting in southwest Goorgia, having 
as partner Major Robert IFiv. and like 


many other planters in those disastrous re- 
const: ‘auction times, lost everything. After 
giving up planténg he came to Atlanta and 
served on the Western and Atlantie rail- 
road until he wags incapacits ated by failing 
health from further exertion. He was a 
man of great personal magnesism, and with 
a heart brimnful of kindness to all God’s 
erevtures. The “pure in heart shall 
God,” and we have reason to hope that 
he is.rejoicing in the presence of his Maker.
